Council — Various Keports — I'eilcllere' 
Weenie— Tlie I5uil<ling Permit Ordinance 


Passed 
All 1he aldermen wore present at the 


council meeting last nigut except Ald.J'ark. 
The session was not marked by the trans- 
action of business of special interest. 


REPORTS. 


THE PITY ICI.KCTIilCIAN. 


A. C. llagsdale, electrician, reported that 


there were 4(1 lamps going, arid three under 
repairs. 
He had found that the Citizens 


Eiectric Street Kailway company had set its 
poles on East Condit street so that they in- 
terfered with the city's line. 
There are 


sonic heavy grounds on the circuit, two on 
Uilton street and several on Broadway, 
both north and south of town. 
Limbs of 


trees are lying on the line in various places. 


Aid. Scanlan stated that a report on the 


condition of tlie electric light plant had 
been made by Frank Shlaudeman and moved 
that it be read. ' The motion carried, and 
the clerk read the report. 


A test of the system was made on Got. 


15, by Sir. Shlaudeman. lie found that 
IK,',, per cent, of the energy of the plant 
was wasted in various ways, by contact with 
trees and lines of other systems. The in- 
sulation on the wires was worn off in many 
places. There was a ground connection 
with one of the machines. If another like 
it was made serious damage would result. 


Aid. Scanlan moved to instruct owneis of 


other lines to remove their lines from con- 
tact with the city's lino.

AId. Met/, said there was a good deal ot 


wind in the electrician's report, and lie 
he dkln't believe there was anything the 
; matter with the plant. 
, 
Akl. Shoemaker said lib was of that opin- 


ion, too. lie bad noticed the lights and 
seen that they would go all right in the 
early part of the night, but they would gf 
out before morning. That lie thought was 
because they wen; not cared for properly. 
The electrician had told Aid. Shoemakei 
that the plant was ton much for one man ti 
take care of. lie thought an mlditiona 
man should be employed for awhile to set 
if it would make any difference. 


Akl. Moran wanted the line stiitightetu'(' 


i ut and put in good shape first, before any- 
thing else was done. Then it would be 
time to see if liiiytliing was the mutter wit! 
the lamps. 


AU. Finn was of the opinion that there 


was sonie fuiili in the lamps. He said an 
expert should be employed to woik on the 
line a short tinie and set just what tlie 
maU.-'r was. 
He would want some one not 


interested in any way w.th the electrician 
| or the city. 


After long desultory talk and a different 


suggestion from each alderman, tl-ie two re- 
ports were referred to the light committee 
with instructions to- consult 
with Mr. 


Slilaudeinan and see what was the matter 
with the line and the lights. 


ENI.INF.F.l! ISAKXKTT 


reported ',)."> tons of coal used for pumping 
and S3 tons used for the electric light. 
Forty million gallons of water were pumped 
and the electric lights were run 'ioC1 hours. 
Placed on tile. 


MAIiSIl.U. MASON 


reported SO arrests in the mouth, $107 
assessed in fines and 864.45 collected. 
The 


arrests were as follows: 
Disorderly, 7; 


intoxication, 8; assault, 5; keeping house of 
ill-faiue, 2; inmates of such houses, II; 
wearing dress of opposite sex, 1 ; burglary, 
2; larceny, 3. Placed on file.

PEDDIJSB'S LICKHSE. 


The committee report on an ordinance 


ixing license fees 1'or peddling and penal- 
,ies for tlie violation thereof was received, 
ipproved and the ordinance was passed. It 
ixed the penalty for violating the'ordinance 
n regard to peddler's licenses at 350 for 
each offense. The fee shall be $5 a day for 
all 
articles 
except 
those 
mentioned 


n section :22 of the ordinance already 
n force. The ordinance does not affect 
the sale of produce by the producers, nor 
loes not apply to the sale of articles that 
lo not come into competition wish mer- 
chants or manufacturers of the city. 


PAVING ALLEYS. 


The ordinance for paving alleys in the 


imsiuess part of the city, introduced some 
time ago, was taken up and passed. 


FOH i!un.r>rNO PEKMITK. 


The ordinance committee reported back 


the ordinance requiring the sectiri ig of a 
permit from the lire marshal before any 
Diiildiug cau be erected within the city 
limits. 
The committee decided to strike 


out the provision charging $1 for each per- 
mit. Originaly it was intended;f that SI 
should be paid the fire marshal. 
The fire 


marshal is required to keep a record of; all 
permits and the kind of material used and 
location of all buildings. 
The committee 


reported in favor of the passage of the or- 
dinance. That report was adopted. 


A SIDEWALK. 


An ordinance providing for a two-foot 


lidewalk on the west side, of Union, from 
the north line of Wood street to the south 
line oi1 West Main street, was passed. 


THE CITIZENS KXTENS1OX. 


The ordinance providing for the exten- 


sion of the Citizens Electric Street railway 
ou East Main and South Webster streets, 
was referred to the ordinance committee. 


HILLS. 


I'AVISO ADO1'TEI>. 


The public improvement committee rec- 


ommended the approval and acceptance of 
paving on East North, North Franklin, 
North Stale, North and South Park streets 
and various intersections. Estimates of tlie 
cost were certified to by the city engineer. 
Most ot the bills were laid over.

small ones, and one ol WaKtfOii'.'r & (Ju- 
ae'.ty, in which tt.r> per cent, discount was 
uilVri'd, was allowed.

SOMETHING ABOUT BEAUTIFUL AND 


FAULTLESS 
HANDS. 


The Way "Sleep Slippers" Are Made. 


What Constituted a True Wife —The 
Well Bred Girl—Woman anil Books—The 
Ways of Women Known to Fame. 


A beautiful and faultless hand is a more 


rare and unusual pitt than a beautiful face, 
and now that the fashionable young woman 
is expected to display a very mannish dis- 
regard of the delicacy and whiteness of her 
fingers and to blister and burn them through 
the summer months playing all manner oi 
outdoor games guiltless of gloves, their ugli- 
ness presents quite a formidable problem 
when the return to tho frivolities and fluff 
of civilization demands a sudden transforma- 
tion from summer sunburn to winter snow 
and softness. 
A pair of brown strong bands 


clasped about a canoe paddle or wielding a 
tennis racket with strength and skill as well, 
present a more charming picture to the 
masculine mind than those same brown 
hands folded in idle grace over the frUls of a 
dainty houso dress and looking all tho darker 
and coarser in contrast; and the tender touch 
of a woman's hand never could arouse any 
of the ecstatic thrills which tho now school of 
novelists delight in depicting if the hand w'as 
hard with callouses, rough with half healed 
blisters, and the iniprc-sion conveyed strange- 
ly suggestive of the caress o£ a grater. 


Xo; a woman's hand, to be the thing of 


'beauty tho Creator designed it to be, should 
have a delicacy of coloring, a slenderncss of 
outline and a touch like the sweep of a but- 
terfly's wing against the breast of a rose. 
Besides, an ungainly, ill kept baud is like bad 
grammar—hardly reconcilable with the idea 
of gentility. It is hardly possible to materi- 
ally change the shape of our hand, but it is 
said that, if sm..ll, tapering thimbles bo put 
upon a growing child's fingers undi night and 
held in place by tight gloves of kid, that it 
will, if persisted in a number of years, make 
them slender and shapely. Few people, espe- 
cially those young enough to be affected by 
it, w-ould submit to this treatment, and it is 
hardly warrantable, as a white, blue veined 
hand, with nicely polished nails, is a delight 
to tho eye, while its shape may be and is an 
index to the owner's character which ho who 
runs may read. 


Of course every lady keeps her hands clean, 


and it is hardly necessary to mention that 
perfect cleanliness is the first requisite to a 
soft, and white betid. This cleanliness isouly 
brought about by two or three daily srrub- 
bings with a brush, and with the vigor usually 
applied to remove the grime from the little 
fist of the proverbially small boy. ^o matter 
how dainty may be your occupation, thu 
water used should be warm, not hot, and the, 
soap be generous in quantity anil purest of 
the pure in quality. There are several ellicu- 
cious remedies for whitening the hands used 
by their advocates und inventors. One is 
the use of lemon juice and glycerine, a uother 
which is very highly recommended is Indian 
meal and •ihcernm; and still another is the 
country girl's lotion, sour buttermilk, whose 
acid removes stain and sunburn, and whose 
oil is peculiarly beneficial in making tlm skiu 
soft and smooth. Any preparation u-ed at 
night is more efficacious if kid g!o\c-, are 
uorn, and perhaps no « i-'T and less hunnliil 
process ran b" sngge-ted than the carelul 
clean-ing through the day with warm Hater 
and casiile. soap, and the application at night 
of rrw water and glycerine covered with kid 
or rubber gloves.

the materials required. 


Vith a bone crochet needle nrnko a chain 


of eight stitches. Work, in short crochet, 
all around this chain, making two stitches in 
the fourth chain, so that there aro fifteen in 
the row. Work three rows arouijd this little 
oval, widening at each end and at the middle 
—where the first widening was made. After 
these rows, widen only at the middle until 
twenty or twenty-two rows are completed. 
Now work back and forth, omitting eleven 
stitches—five on each side of the middle stitch. 
These sixteen rows are crocheted alternately 
on the back and the front loops of the work, 
so that the stitch may resemble the rest of 
the shoe. 
Crochet together at the heel, and begin the 


ankle. This is quite plain, six rows in short 
crochet, missing a stitch nt the corners where 
the eleven stitches were left. This narrowing 
shapes o, slender ankle. 


Then work one row of double crochet, for 


„ cord or ribbon to be run in. This row is 
not narrowed, neither are the two plain rows 
of short crochet which follow it. 


Now with the Shetland wool or the silk 


make a row of scallops thus: one short cro- 
chet, miss ono, five double crochet, miss one, 
one short crochet. Repeat. 


If silk is used, be careful to fasten it strong- 


ly and leave an inch of the bilk run in at the 
wrong side of tho work. A crocheted cord, 
or, still prettier, a narrow white ribbon run 
in'around the ankle and tied in dainty bows, 
finishes the pretty gift which may be accom- 
panied with tho most graceful expression of 
your good wishes for a "good uiglit and hap- 
py dreams."—E. Cavauza in Wide Awake.

If you examine a clovo you can see the htllo 
stein by which it grew on tho blanch, tho 
four pointed calyx wtiich wungrc'eu when (ho 
bud was growing, und the liruwn bud folded 
up. You can separate, with cure, tha little 
spicy petals, which wero never allowed to ex- 
pand into a flower. 


The buds aro gathered when preen, and tho 


subsequent diying in tho sun darkens them. 
Tho clovo treo now grows oil most of the isl- 
ands of llio East Indies, though at one time 
tho Dutch would not allow of their cultiva- 
tion on any but their own islands. 


TLo pungent, spicy tiibto of tho clovo is duo 


to tha oil which it contains-. This is culled 
oil of cloves, and is very powerful, and ih em- 
ployed in tho preparation of somo medicines.
